These announce the annual sale of linens, 
or rugs, or curtains, or cashmeres, or un- 
derwear. The receiver is cordially in- 
vited. 

The woman who receives these well- 
made circulars receives with each an ad- 
dition to her self respect, and her good 
opinion of the advertiser is also reinforced. 
She may not be in need of any of the 
advertised goods; she may not be able to 
purchase even if she needs them; but 
that genteel circular is carelessly (?) left 
in a place where her neighbor may see 
that her name is of consideration with a 
merchant who uses stationery as fine as 
might the governor's wife for invitations 
to her own receptions. 

This is publicity of the most desirable 
kind. It will last. The goods to be sold 
are not praised above their deserts. They 
are goods that most people know of. There 
are no chances for deception, and none is 
attempted. The sale is to clear away odds 
and ends accumulated during the season. 
That prices are cut is only reasonable. 

Generally, the from house-to-house dis- 
tribution is the most effective method of 
advertising. It produces the quickest re- 
sults. When samples are given, or sold 
for a trifle, they at once bring the vender 
and consumer into pleasant business re- 
lations. There is no least hint of a ‘‘pig 
in a poke’’ bargain. There is no lost 
time for the receiver of samples, and she 
has a guaranty of the truth of the text 
that goes with it. 

Next to this method in efficacy, is the 


well made circular or booklet that antici- 
pates the questions that the average per- 
son would ask in regard to the goods ad- 
vertised. 

Continually the cry goes up that the 
times are hard and money is scarce; but 
there is abroad in the land a very stub- 
born fact: At no time in the hisiory of 
the United States have ordinary, common 
working men at.d won en been such good 
judges of the clothes they wear, the pre- 
visiois they eat and the household arti- 
cles that make the comforts and conve- 
riences of life. ‘They know the value of 
what passes through their hands, and 
merchants are wise who, in writing their 
aus, allow for this intelligence.

McKinley, whore office is at 1635 Curtis Street, 
Denver, and who saw the boys burn the ad- 
vertising matter from his window at the 
house in which he liv-s. Not only he, but 
some ladies who were in the house, saw the 
boys burn the advertising matter, also, and it 
was from him that we received notice of this 
advertising matter being burned. It is a 
shame that valuable advertising matter has 
gone to waste through such _ irresponsib‘e 
agents, who want work done for nothing and 
have their employers suffer as a consequence.

Kansas City, Mo., March 21, 1898. 
Editor ‘‘The Billboard,’’ Cincinnati, O.: 

In compliance with your request, I beg 
leave to say that I do not see how any mau 
engaged in the distributing business exclus- 
ively could hope to benefit or increase his 
business by having a fixed scale of prices. 
When you find yourself compelled to adhere 
to fixed prices you will find that they are too 
high or too low, for the reason that no two 
cities or towns can be worked for the same 
money. In gither case, you would have to go 
out of the busifiess, and the other fellow 
would get the work, he not being compelled 
to adhere to anybody’s scale of prices. While 
cur membership consists of only one person 
in a given territory, we do not come into 
competition with each other, and so do not 
need a scale of prices to protect a weaker 
member. We must leave our members to fight 
their own battles, backed by our strong and 
ever growing membership. This they could 
better do without a fixed scale of prices, for 
with that the other fellow could always bid 
just under him, and get the work. 

I fail to see how prices made by me4n Kan- 
sas City should affect the prices in Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Ohio, or Canada; only, perhaps, in a 
general way. My prices possibly would not 
apply to any other member's territory. For 
instance, I have a small town lying on a hill- 
side so steep that wagons and teams do not 
travel north and south at all, but gain the 
hillside by coming up slopes on the east and 
west. However, all foot travel is from north 
to south, or rather, up and down hill, nearly 
all of the houses facing east and west. Just 
across the big Kan or Kansas River, I have 
another and larger town which is very com- 
pactly built and as level as a floor. How very 
different the above situations; one worth at 
least $3 per thousand and the other easily 
done for $1.50 per thousand, coming as it does 
in a large town. If the L. A. D. adopts a scale 
of prices, I feel they will adopt me out of 
business. As matters now stand I am doing 
about all the distributing that comes here. 
Others have their special deliveries, such as 
the A. D. T., the M. D. T., the K. C. S., and 
the K. C. M. S.—all of them having some 
other business besides distributing. I have 
the only exclusive distributing service in this 
city, and I take no man’s work for less than 
$1.50 per thousand, and generally get more, 
owing to the weight, and manner of delivery. 
Much of my territory lies among the hills and 
bluffs of the Greater Kansas City, bounded on 
the north by the Missouri River, on the east 
by the Big Blue River, on the south by Brush 
Creek, and on the west by the Kan or Kan- 
sas River, with its hills and valleys. Very 
much of this is scattering and without side- 
walks; yet with all the difficulties I can da 
the work cheaper than my brother, who lives 
in a smaller town, and only gets from two to 
fifteen thousand pieces to distribute. He 


should never, under any circumstances, get 
less than $2.50 per thousand; so you see I 
could not possibly get for my work what he 
must necessarily have for his; nor could he 
work his territory for what | get for mine. 
Thus, with a scale of prices, one, or possibly 
both, of us would have to quit the business. 1 
would be glad to have a scale of prices for the 
distributor, were it possible, but we are nog 
in competition with each other—it is the 
“other fellow’ who is after us, and I go not 
intend that he shall get the Il. A. D. if I can 
prevent it. It is a very simple thing for the 
bill posters to have a scale of prices for post- 
ing, and perhaps live up to it, but it is not 
so with the distributor. When the day of the 
scale of prices comes for us, then the day of 
dissolution for the I. A. D. has come, I fear. 
This is my candid judgment. 1 had hoped 

this question was settled.

thousand in lots of 40,000 to 70,000, I won't do 
the work.

My Dear Sir—It is with a sense of greatest 
pleasure | write you this, my first letter, and 
1 earnestly trust it may lead to many more 
in which | shall endeavor to give you such 
information as may be of news to your (our) 
valuable and indispensable journal, and a 
benefit and protection to the trades which ‘tis 
our aim and duty to protect from imposition 
and to enrich with our services. 

In regard to posting, will say I have done 
very litttl this spring so far—Simmon’'s 
Liver Regulator, Piso’s Cure for Consump- 
scourine and a lot of local work aside from 
the show posting, being about all within the 
past two weeks. The above work was given 
a good “blanked in’’ display, and will remain 
entact for more than the thirty days guaran- 
teed showing. Our card tacking for the past 
month has included some for Piso’s Cure, 
scourine, Levering's Coffee, Key West 
cheroots, Sabaroso cigars, Goid Dust, Lion 
Coffee, Bell starch, 8S. and W. tobacco, 
Brown's Iron Bitters, Hammer Soap, etc. 

The card tacking is done by myself, and as 
our city ordinance will not allow any one ex- 
cept a licensed bill poster to do same the work 
stands in no danger of being covered by any 
other. | am the only licensed advertiser in 
our city, and my card-tacking remains pro- 
tected so long as the signs wiil last. 

The house-to-house sampling has included 
only some for Gold Dust, Bell Starch, King’s 
Discovery, etc.; this work is always accom- 
panied by myself, and I am particular to note 
that every sample is handed in with the prop- 
er courtesy and remarks. 

But it is not of the posting, card-tacking or 
house-to-house sampling I desire in this let- 
ter to make special mention of, or to call 
any attention therto, but it is of house-to 
house distributing of advertising matter that 
I will speak and endeavor to show in a proper 
light the right and wrong way of doing the 
same. I have been the city bili poster for 
Danville for the past twenty years, and I have 
found from all experiments that no matter 
what my wages to my employes or how 
trusted they may be in other respects, they 
are not o be trusted alone with house-to- 
house distributing—they might go over the 
territory assigned to them, but they are too 
careless to place the matter as it should be— 
under or in the doors, 

Some time since I had a lot of matter to 
put out for Dr. Miles’ Medical Company, and 
at the same time some little picture-cards for 
Helmes’ Railroad Mills Snuff. Without my 
knowledge, my “‘best’’ man Luster) puts out 
the two together in one district of the city. 
It happened Dr. Miles’ representative was in 
town the same day, and finding out the fact 
through a local druggist, wrote his house to 
that effect, with the result that they can- 
celed their contract with me. I wrote them, 
explaining all, and assuring them that in fu- 
ture they would have no excuse for complaint 

-but, no; they were deaf to my entreaties, 
so I laid on my oars to prove to them how 
good (? they could have their work done 
without me. My patience in waiting was re- 
warded. About two weeks since they sent 
their work to a man by the name of Taylor, 
who is employed by the Southern Railroad 
Company. He employed a negro boy by the 
name of Johnnie MacColes, at about 25 cents 
a day to throw the matter away, which he did 
to a certainty. 

The negro went out one Saturday evening 
in the rain and threw a few over the front 
gates of our main street. He distributed a 
few in the Fourth Ward and left 600 in the 
store of J. R. Brown, on Craghead Street, 
telling the clerk to use them for wrapping- 
paper—this is the extent of his billing. 

Some time since the representative of Gar- 
field Tea was here and said he would have his 
samples put out by the local druggists. I ac- 
cidentally ran across a little negro boy put- 
ting them out; he had a bag full of samples 
and a crowd of ten or fifteen children run- 
ning after him. In the space of two squares 
they each had their hands full of packages 
and each yard where the boy went he was 
met by children who begged three or four 
packages. His bagful lasted him two blocks 
only—and the Garfield Tea people think it 
wise to put out their matter this way! 

Enclosed you will find certificates as to the 
manner in which I distribute my work and 
also that I accompany my men, one signed 
by all the druggists, one by all the letter- 
carriers, one by the jobbers, one by the floor 
managers of the eight leaf-tobacco ware- 
houses of this city. Please return them by

Dear Sir:—In response to your request for 
a tormuiation of my views upon the forma- 
tion of a upton of a few of the larger bill 
posters for protection against opposition 
plants, I venture to submit the following. 

What we all want is a system that will 
cause any advertiser who posts with our op- 
position to know that he will absolutely and 
unquestionably be biacklisted throughout the 
Lnited States, and we should all be frank 
and open enough to so avow. It will be ob- 
jected that such blacklisting is unconstitu- 
tional and opposed to our American ideas, etc. 
To this | simply say Bosh! There is not a 
single manufacturing concern in this coun- 
try that is meeting its competitors in the 
open field with simply the ordinary equip- 
ment of brains and capital that is making 
movey. Competition is played out in the busi- 
ness world of to-day, and the man who is wise 
enough to realize the change and has been 
smart enough to shelter his business behind 
the fortress of a trust or monopoly is the only 
fellow who is making money. 

The stock of the Standard Oil Trust is to- 
day selling on the market at a valuation ef 
$424,000,000, not because its assets would cost 
that much to duplicate, but because those as- 
sets pay interst on $424,000,000. Before the 
formation of the trust those same refineries 
and appliances might have been in existence 
and been able to turn out exactly as much 
oil as to-day, but their selling value would 
not have been possibly even $5,000,000. Why? 
Simply because the profits with competition 
would not have paid interest on $5,000,000. 

I may have $110,000 invested in a bill post- 
ing plant, and if | have a monopoly I may 
make interest on a million, whereas if I have 
competition I may lose $10,000 or more a year. 
In the one case | could legitimately consider 
my plant worth a million if | could make 
my monopoly permanent, but if I knew that 
opposition might any day destroy my earn- 
ing power I might not consider it worth one 
per cent. of the cost. 

This general argument applies to every busri- 
nets, but to none is it so applicable as to bill- 
posting. Now, all other fellows who have had 
any sense have formed their little trust and 
are making money. Shall it be said that the 
bill posters are such jackasses that they 
havent sense enough to form their trust? 

We are in the business not for our health 
nor fer the other fellow’s health. If we want 
to make money, let us pursue the methods 
that have been successful in other lines. We 
must be not only defensive; we must be ag- 
gressive. We must exterminate our oppo- 
nents and competitors. Business is war; it is 
war without quarter. What does the sugar 
trust do when Arbuckle attacks it. It gets 
back at Arbuckle by starting a coffee plart. 
The Standard Oi! Trust will spend $10,000,000 
to make me lose $100,000 if I should dare 
start an oil refinery in opposition to them. We 
bill posters must be equally aggressive. We 
must form an organization that will exter- 
minate any bill poster who dares oppose it. 
Let us follow in the footsteps of Rockefeller. 
We will first give all bill posters a chance to 
come into the fold and form the organizaztion. 
Our arms will be wide and none so poor but 
we will accept them if they accept salvation 
when offered, but let the day pass and they 
reject our offers, then their sun is set. Very 
well, let it be assumed that the organization 
is formed. We agree with our patrons and 
they with us that none of their paper will go 
to any but members of the Union, and we 
further agree that posting will be done in 
the various cities at a certain maximum rate. 
For instance, we as a Union will say to the 
advertiser that the maximum rate for Los 
Angeles will be 9 cents for thirty days, but 
that nothing in the agreement will prevent 
Mr. Advertiser from getting Wilshire of Los 
Angeles to post for less if he can persuade 
him to do it. 

In other words, the Union will agree to get 
the advertiser good posting done in various 
places at certain rates and as much lower as 
he can bargain for it. The only thing it will 
insist on is that he patronize none but Union 
bill posters. This is directly opposite to what 
we do now in fixing a minimum rate, and I 
think it has various advantages. It cer- 
tainly will make the advertiser better satis- 
fied, and I think if the bill poster feels cer- 
tain that he as well as other members of the 
Union are sure of getting the paper anyway, 
that there will be no trouble about fixing 
prices high enough. I believe it is so dimf- 
cult to detect secret cutting of price that [ 
would not attempt it, and besides I think that 
most of the cutting is done either because 
of opposition actually present or the fear of 
it in the future. Remove the fear of oppo- 
sition and prices will take care of them- 
selves, 

The next step in our programme is the im- 
portant one. It is the aggressive step. I 
would commence war on any bill poster who 
dared take paper that was given to a non- 
Union bill poster. Suppose Curran of Den- 
ver would come tnto our Union and then 
some Snider Catsup paper was given to an 
opposition plant in Indlanpolis and then Cur- 
ran, after warning, should accept Snider Cat- 
sup paper. We would simply assess our mem- 
bers, and raise $25,000 or $50,000 If necessary 
and worry Mr. Curran with an opposition 
Plant right In Denver until he would either 
ko out of business or keep to his promise. 
Our opposition to him would have the tm- 
mense advantage of getting all the Union pa- 
per, even if our locations were not as good as

Curran’s, and his only hope of defeating us 
would be by getting large and serious de- 
fections from our ranks so that advertiser: 
would know that they cou'd post about as 
they pleased outside of us. Of course it is un 
derstood that my reference to Mr. Curran is 
entirely suppositious, and that I know if he 
ever came into any such Union he would 
never go back on his word. In fact, I de 
not think any of our members would go back 
on their word. Self-interest alone would be 
too strong, let alone the certainty of a Union 
opposition for punishment. I believe that 
such a Union on the lines laid down can be 
easily arranged, and moreover I think it can 
be done without in any way endangering the 
existence of any present organization. I 
think at least for the present that a Union 
of a few of the larger men wil! be easier to 
form and easier to handle than an attempt to 
take in every man who owns a brush anda 
bucket in the United States. The smaller 
fellows will lose nothing by being left out 
temporarily, as they will get all the advan- 
tages with none of the burdens. I think such 
a Union as I suggest will have the great ad- 
vantage of rendering it possible for more 
than one bill poster in a city to become mem- 
bers. There is no reason anyway why at t 

beginning any reputable bill poster with e 
plant should not be admitted, as we will not 
guarantee members against cutting of rates 
against each other. For instance, Los An- 
geles might enter the Unien with two mem- 
bers, and they still could be Union mem- 


would give its support to the new member 
and exterminate the old one. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I know well enough that 
bill posters will say that Wilshire is talking 
wild, that he is proposing the impossible, that 
his Union is illegal, ete. I reply that the 
same words were uttered by the members of 
every trust in existence to-day. That hardly 
a member but would have said the trust were 
an impossibility a few years before they wer: 
absolutely forced by industrial conditions to 
form a trust whether they wished to or not. 
There is not a single trust that is not a neces- 
sary trust. In each case bankruptcy would 
have overtaken the members had they not 
formed their trust. A state of chronic over- 
production is existing throughout the indus- 
trial world, and only those who can curtail 
production of their particular products and so 
prevent the flooding of the market and con- 
sequent demoralization of prices by forming 
a trust can possibly expect to make money. 

We bill posters are all working for about 
the same national adverfisers, and there are 
a good many more bill posters throughout 
the country than there are advertisers. The 
great national advertisers are few and can 
easily combine and confer as to the best tac- 
ties to follow to beat us. They are already 
doing it, and the time is at hand when we, 
too, must close up our ranks and meet the 
common enemy. Every day we delay forming 
such a Union means that so much money is 
lost, and uselessly lost. Such a Union is 
among the inevitabilities of our future, and

ters, although having a little war hetween 
themselves by cutting rates and raising renis 
aod arguing the other little pleasantrics of a 
bill-pesting war. Naturally it wou.d be the 
a'd and duty of the Union to see that all citics 
with a double representative should as svon 
as pessib e end their differences by vonsolida 
tian coe otherwise, as the whole idea ef the 
Union would be to establish a monopoly, ror 
only fer the United States, but for the Unite? 
Siates and Canada. After things cet ‘aoving 
aud if twe warring members from the same 
place aid not harmonize without ‘he tain 
help, then the Union would appoint a commit- 
tee to arrange peace, and moreover to enfores 
it by declaring one, and one only, to be the 
regular member, and by throwing the whole 
force of the Union to exterminate the other 
fellow. I think fair terms shou'd first be of- 
fered him, payment on a generous basis, and 
then, if he refused, cut him down without 
quarter. 

The finality would be that there would be 
but one member in each place, and that the 
Union would be so strong and aggressive that 
there would never be any fear of an opposi- 
tion. The next step would be for the Union 
to have a grievance committee for advertisers 
to complain to for poor service. Our aim 
should be to furnish the best service at a fait 
price, and if any member, relying on the 
absence of competition, lets his efforts relax 
avd gave advertisers good grounds for com- 
plaint, then this committee should investigat> 
and if the member were found euiltv he 
should be warned, and if he fetled to notice 
the warning, then his membership should be 
sold to the highest bidder and the Unior

Let us meet the situation frankly and open'y 
and come together and form a Union that will 
afford absolute and permanent protection to 
its members as long as the presen{ competi- 
tive system of business endures.

Shonk’'s lithoed tin signs occa- 
sionally show a sample of his handiwork, ana 
many of Sam Hoke's latest posters were de- 
signed by Watrin. He especially excels in 
ornamental work: He is twnty-two, and a 
good fellow. After visiting the Paris Expo- 
sition in 1900, he expects to return to Port- 
land, where a very flourishing sign business 
is being conducted in the name of Watrin & 
Son, Fred being the Son. 

The Estienne Appretice Printers’ School at 
Paris was founded in 1889, and named in 
honor of Robert Estienne, one of the famovs 
family of printers who were for 173 years, be- 
tween 1501 and 1674, the leaders and arbiters 
of typography in France. It is a municiral 
institution, whose aim is to form skillful and 
educated workmen for the various arts and 
industries connected with the production of 
books, and has a staff of twenty-eight profes- 
sors, nine for the theoretical and nineteen for 
the technical sections. 

The first section embraces French, Greek, 
history, geography, elementary mathematics, 
geometry, the physical and natural sciences 
bearing on book industry and art, model'ng, 
design and gymnastics, and must be taken by 
all pupils in their first and second years. The 
technical work is composed of one civisi n for 
engravers, lithographers and gi ders: a se-ond 
for compositors, stereotvpers, photographers 
and binders, and the third for type casters 
and typographical, lithographic and copper- 
plate machinists. Specialists in ornamental 
binding, lithographic designs, «tc., give week- 
ly lessons, 2n1 the instructors in es ery brare. 
are men of the highest proficiency in their 
respective lines. Adult printers are a’s> in- 
structed gratuitously in evening ca‘ses. The 
number of pupils is limited to 250, al ex- 
ternes, and no females are admitt°d. In trve- 
tion is gratuitous, as is also the lurch, which 
is served in a well-furnished refectory. The 
course of study covers fottr years, and at the 
annual examinations of the first three years 
the best pupils receive savings bank books, 
wRith sums carried to their credit: fourth 
year winners being awarded good cash prizes 
and iplomas of honor. The bui'dings are larg> 
and elegant, with handsome grounds -set off 
by flowers, grass and shrubbery. The tw nty 
ateliers are fitted up with an amp e supply 
of tools and raw material, and the annual 
cost of maintaining the institu'ion is about 
$50,000, which is assuredly we!l spent.

Our attention has been 
taleu to tne omission by sO Many Members 
of the l. A. of VD. that we deem it best, even 
at this late day, to supp.y the “deficiency.” 
_inomas Kain was burn in Middietown, N. 
Y., June 16, 1861. He was educated in the 
public schools and at Wallkill Academy, 
which he attended until he was sixteen years 
or age. In isi7 he entered a printing of- 
fice, and after serving an apprenticeship, he 
went to New York City, where he secured a 
position on The lilustrated Times. Returning 
to Middletown in 1882, he joined the local 
baseball ciub, afterward becoming manager, 
and played with them until Is86. During the 
fall and winter of 1885-86 he solicited adver- 
tisements for the New York, Brooklyn and 
Jersey City surface cars, for Fuller & Co. 

Early in 1887 he removed to Enterprise, 
Florida, where he purchased The Herald, the 
official paper of Volusia County. In June, 
1889, he sold the paper, and returned to New 
York City. While in Florida he was Captain 
of the Enterprise and Sanford baseball clubs. 

From 1889 to 1894 he held cases on Texas 
Siftings, The Star, and in several large book 


offices. He always took an active part in 
unionism, and served on many important 
committees in New York Typographical 


Union, No. 6, making a good record for him- 
self, as well as the union; he was instru- 
mental in unionizing one of the largest book 
and job offices in the city. In 1894 he re- 
turned to Middletown and embarked in the 
advertising business, and has been in the 
same ever-since. In October, 1897, he added 
bill posting to his distributing business. 


As is well known, Secretary Stejnbrenner 
has been placing the big Dr. Burkhart con- 
tract. It is not so well known, though, that 
there has been considerabie friction, which 
has finally culminated in a determination on 
Dr. Burkhart’s part to distribute the large 
cities with his own men. He says he is not 
satisfied with the results obtained. 

It would seem that he expects miracles, but 
he will not get them with one distribution in 
cities these days. If a stiff, lively demand 
is built up after the third or fourth time a 
city is covered, it is all any reasonable man 
can expect. 

Dr. Burkhart complains of Cincinnati and 
Cleveland. There is not a better service or 
earth than those provided by Steinbrenner & 
Molton, as Dr. Burkhart will learn to his 
cost. 

However, he is bent on trying his own men 
and will begin on Chicago. This gives rise 
to an issue which comes up a littie sooner 
than we expected, but which was bound to 
come sooner or later, anyway. 

Briefly, it is as follows: While using his 
own men in cities, Dr. Burkhart desires to 
continue patronizing members in the towns 
and villages, and exacts guaranteed servic 

Now the question arises, if he goes into 
Chicago in opposition to Clough, how can he 
expect the guarantee in cther towus? If he 
should chance to run up against bad service 
and demand reimbursement, Clough, among 
others, would be assessed to make wood Burk- 
hart’s loss. This is manifestly unjust. 

What is to be done about it, though? There 
is the rub. Secretary Steinbrenner has re- 
fused the asscciation’s gua’antee, pending ad- 
vices frcm President Reid and the Executive 
Cemmittee. Mr. Steinbrenner has no author- 
ity in the premises, and declines to assume 
responsibility by deciding for or against the 
guarantee. 

The corns of distributors now advoertising 
the American Cereal Company's products in 
and above Cincinnati are doing some of th~ 
most effective advertising it has ever been our 
good fortune to witness. They work in gangs, 
each gane accompanied bv a handsome 
wagon. All the men are garbed as Quakers, 
wearing the brown cloth and knickerbockers 
of. the Friends and the wide-brimmed hats 
each have the legend ‘‘Qual er Oats’’ disp'ayed 
on the crown in brass letters. A neat sam- 
ple package of the food, together with three 


stvles of printing, inc’uding a cogk-book. Js _ 


left at each house. The distributor goes to 
the front door and either knocks or rings. 
He waits there until the door is opened, and 
then hands his matter in, with a few wel'- 
chosen- words, after-whjch- he -apologizes for 
intruding and, politely doffing his hat. retires, 
It is all so neatly, effectively and thoroughly 
done as to command the most unstinted 
praise. : 

Secretary Steinbrenner, who is perhaps as 
good a judge of this class of work as there 
is in the country, pronounces this service ex- 
cellent.

HELPFUL HINTS. 


Iron facing for bill boards has passed be- 
yond the experimental stage. Its utility has 
been fully demonstrated. Now comes an- 
other innovation which sounds practicable 
and promises well, especially for bill boards 
on roofs and gables. A genius has conceived 
the idea of doing away with wood altogether, 
and constructs his framework of gas-pipe. A 
frame made of this material is said to be 
neater, stronger and more durable than the 
wooden frame and more desirable, especially 
for boards in the fire limits, It is claimed. 
too, that by recourse to the soil anchors, used 
in lieu of posts in iron fences, that a pipe 
framework can be used on surface boards. 


Country bill posters who experience trouble 
in keeping their paste from souring are ad- 
vised that a half pound of alum, two pounds 
of rosin and a tablespoonful of salicylic acid 
thoroughly cooked into a barrel of paste will 
preserve it perfectly for a year. The paste 
when cool should be thick enough to cut tnto 
bricks. It can be thinned down as needed 
with cold water. Keep the barrel in a cool 
place and cover with a piece of old carpet. 


Much blanking may be avoided by fore- 
thought and the exercise of a little Judgment. 
It is not necessary to blank between a pic- 
torial poster and an adjoining descriptive. No 
blanking is needed between a bill in co!ors 
and one in monochrome. When adjoining 
stands have different colored backgrounds no 
blanking between them is necessary. If a 
dark, heavy bill is posted alongside of one 
executed in light tones, neither is benefited by 
an intervening blank. 


Eighth-sheet snipes on which is printed the 
ordinance fixing the punishment for malicious 
destruction of property will be found a more 
effective check on vandalism than the custom- 
ary “$10.00 reward" snipes now in vogue. 


Use colored blanks sparingly. s far as pos- 
sible confine yourself to the use of white and 
black. If you have never tried the latter, do 
so. You will be surprised to see how it sets 
off a board. It makes posters stand out on the 
board like a magic-lantern picture on a screen 
in a dark room.

And while it takes work 
trom a certain class, it gives it to others. 
They must have signs somewhere. The fronts 
and sides of buildings will be utilized more, 
consequently giving more work to the sign- 
painter. The majority of these cverhanging 
signs are manufactured products. Many of 
them are fine examples of good workmanship, 
while on the other hand many are unsightly. 


The first query that we shail attempt to 
answer this month comes from an old sub- 
seriber in far-away Australia, whore initia!s 
are F. C. He wants a recipe for a vehicle in 
which to mix water-colors, so they will pre- 
serve a clear-cut edge when put on paper 
and posted. Here rises a point of which I 
wish to speak. It is one of the hardest things 
in the world to gather from some of the let- 
ters of our correspondents just what they 
want. Hence we would like it much better 
if our correspondents wou'd take a little more 
pains and make their queries more explicit. 
In this case, linseed oil or any of the var- 
nishes will do the work, but we presume that 
he wants something serviceable and cheaper 
than varnish or linseed ofl. What is wanted 
in the first place is a vehicle that is not af- 
fected by water. Take blue vitriol and dis- 
solve in two gallons of water about as much 
as you can hold in your two hands. Into this 
stir your colors. After it is dry, it may be 
posted. This is the best thing we know of 
except shellac dissolved in alcohol, to which 
there should be some linseed oll added. 


We are again asked the question by an- 
other correspondent in reference to bear-hair 
brushes such as are used by advertising sign 
painters. Bear-hair or any other kind of 
brushes may be obtained from any up-to-date 
brush-maker. If your dealer does not handle 
them, tell him to write to John L. Whitney 
& Son Co., Boston, and get you some. 


A correspondent of the Westminster Gazette 
writes: “The inscription over the public 
house in Lower Hartshay is not uncommon. I 
remember over forty years ago an inscrip- 
tion over a beer house near Crawshawbooth. 
in Lancashire, which was much the same. 
Over the door was swinging a miniature 
wooden gate, on the bars of which was writ- 
ten:

He is both, and has the 
strongest references that it has been our 
pleasure to peruse In many a day. 


Of all the attempts, by writers and others, 
to teach sign painting by means of diagrams, 
drawings, ete., I do not remember of having 
eer seen anything on the analysis of letters 
that tended towards giving any fundamental 
laws or rules for the formation of letters that 
Was not faulty, or was so arbitrary that the 
practical free hand letterer would have noth- 
ine to do with them. The attempts, while 
containing many good points, and, no doubt, 
Made in an honest endeavor to assist in pio- 
mulgating a good system for sign painters to 
follow, have, in the main, resulted in fall- 
ures, One of the rules we find in almost 
every work is “not to make the letters top- 
heavy;"’ but how often is this obeyed? Take 
the letter R for instance, nine-tenths of the 
new school of sign writers make this letter 
in direct violation of the rule; that is, with 
a big top and a little curl at the bottom. 
Some make this bottom part straight, simi- 
lar to the letter P being held up by a short 
prop. Whether or not the rules are followed, 
there are some errors that it is well for the 
‘ign painters to avoid. The most common 
error is incorrect spacing. We don't mean 
by this the difference in width of spaces, but 
the correct spacing of different styles of al- 
phabets, 1. e., a high, narrow alphabet shouid 
vever be scattered, nor the letters of a wide 
alphabet be put close together, The space

enclosed by the curves of the letter S should 


never be equal in size. Always make the 
upper space smaller than the lower one, 
ovherwise it will lock top-heavy. tL think 


there is a universal mistake made in forming 
the letter N, by engravers, by poster artists, 
by sign painters and all concerned. No mat- 
ter what the shape of the N is, it looks better 


if the longitudinal width at the top is nar- 
rower than at the bottom. This is done by 
slightly inclining the perpendicular lines. 
Try it and see. 

The learner should not too closely copy 
another's style, if he wants to gain that 


tieedom of expression so 
the modern sign writers.

cf the design that he is copying, filling in 
the details at will. He will thus gain a 
freedom with the brush which will rapidly 
develop into rapid work. Learn to make let- 
ters by hand without any guide. You wit 
never regret being able to form true and 
artistic letters without guide lines of any 
kind. If you are compelled to use lines, 
use them sparingly. 

Carmine letters may be made by making 
the background with white lead, strongly 
tinted with Indian red. Get enough body 
to the foundation to insure a very solid and 
well-conditioned base. Then paint in the 
letters in one coat in vermillion; next gu 
over them with a glaze of carmine No. 40 
in varnish, mixed so as to make a color var- 
nish, then cut in the letters by painting 
around them. This process is rather com- 
plicated, but it makes a showy sign. Car- 


mine is one of the prettiest colors. Carmine 
alone is too expensive for ordinary use.

ROCHESTER. 


We clip the following from Union and Ad- 
vertiser, issue of March 11: 


BILL POSTERS BEATEN. 

In the case of the Rochester Bill Posting 
Company against the City of Rochester, Jus- 
tice Nash has handed down a decision against 
the bill posters. This ends another chapter 
in the long litigation that has been carried 
on with unvaried success for the city. 

The case arose with the arrest of Robert 
West, an agent of the company, for putting 
up a bill board on Lake Avenue more than 
six feet high. in violation of the ordinance. 
Judge Ernst fined West 5$. The case was ap- 
pealed, and Judge Sutherland upheld Judge 
Ernst’s decision. 

Application by plaintiff for an injunction 
was made, and the matter was argued before 
Judge Nash in Equity Term. 

The following memorandum is filed with the 
clerk of the court: 

“The rule seems to be well settled that ari 
action in equity to restrain the enforcement 
of a city ordinance will not lie until the in- 
validity of the ordinance i first established 
in a suit at law. West vs. Mayor, ete., of New 
York, 10, Paige, 539; Marvin Safe Company 
vs. Mayor, ete... of New York, 38, N. Y., 146). 

“In the latter, say Daniels, J., ‘The ordi- 
nanee not having been held in any proceed- 
ing at law to have been an unauthorized ex- 
ercise of municipal authority on the part ot 
the city, until a trial shall take place in 
which that result shall be secured, an action 
to restrain the enforcement of the ordinance 
is, under the authorities, premature. If no 
authority existed to enact the ordinance in 
the broad and comprehensive terms contained 
in it, the want of such authority should con- 
stitute a legal defense to any action brought 
for the recovery of the prescribed penalty.’ 

“Complaint dismissed with costs.”

AUBREY BEARDSLEY DEAD. 


The English Artist and Writer Pass:s 
Away at Mentone. 


London advices announce the death of 
Aubrey Beardsley, the English artist and 
draughtsman, March 17, at Mentone. 

Mr. Beardsley, who was attacked early 
in 1896 with the pulmonary complaint 
that has terminated fatally, was born at 
Brighton in 1874 and educated at the 
Brighton Grammar School. He was the 
son of a widow, whom his wages as a 
clerk in a shop helped to support. At first 
he drew for his own amusement figures 
which were, like the childish ‘bons 
hommes,’’ praised by Topffer, not because 
they were well drawn, but because they 
had expression. His friends thought that 
if he studied he might become an artist. 

Beardsley took lessons at a school, and 
the first work which he offered for sale 
was a success. 

He was elected a member of the New 
English Art Club in 1893, and subse- 
quenty he worked for vaticus publishers. 
He designed a number of posters that at- 
tracted considerable attention owing to 
the eccentricity displayed in them. He 
was the author of several illustrated pub- 
lications, including ‘*La Morte d‘Arthur,"’ 
“Salome,” ‘‘Rape of the Lock’? and 
“Under the Hill." He contributed a 
large number of drawings to the ‘Yellow 
Book" and Le Courrier Francais.

GOOD, BETTER, BEST. 


BY $AM W. HOKE. 


All advertising is good, but some kinds 
are better than others. This remark has 
been made before, referring to whiskies, 
to beers and even to advertising. It is 
certainly true of advertising. 

But no matter how good the advertising 
medium, the individual advertiser may so 
use that medium as to produce very un- 
satisfactory results; and while bill posting 
is among the best methods, there is the 
possibility of doing bill posting without 
proper returns. 

Some time ago the gréat department 
store of Siegel-Cooper Co., of this city, 
contracted for a bill posting service in 
New York City, to cover the densely pop - 
ulated sections, using a 6-sheet poster. 
This was started as an experiment, and if 
it is relinquished the reason offered will 
probably be that it didn’t pay. And yet 
if the advertising manager of this estab- 
lishment should put out such unattractive 
advertising in the newspapers he would 
hold his position only long enough to 
enable the management to secure some 
one else. 

Why a concern with the money and 
talent at their command that this firm has 
should be content with the very cheapest 
printing possible to secure, when it comes 
to their 6-sheet posters, passes all under- 
standing, and the more so from the fact 
that in the past their L road posters and 
24-sheet stands have been very attractive, 
as a rule. 

I am not a crank on the art question, 
and I do not believe in making an adver- 
tisement so beautiful that the ad will be 
lost in contemplating the work of the 
artist. But there is a happy medium that 
at least endeavors to eliminate repulsive- 
ness, 

The advertising of the New York Jour- 
nal on the billboards, and the consequent 
tremendous success of that publication, 
shows conclusively that attractive adver- 
tising pays. The case of the Journal is 
probably without a parallel. Every week 
it gets out a new 24-sheet poster, in four 
or more colors, and from sketches that 
must cost enormously. Each of these 
posters are in relation to some topic of 
the day or week it is issued in, and the 
editions are limited to probably not more 
than 300 copies, thus running the cost of 
each poster up to perhaps as much as 15 
cents per sheet, besides using four times 
as many sheets (in making weekly 
changes) as will be used by the average 
advertiser. 

When the Journal began its posting it 
was among the papers with the smallest 
circulations; its circulation is now limited 
only by the capacity of its press room, 
and is probably in excess of any other 
newspaper in America, 

Would it have been half as successful 
without bill pape 

And would it have been one-quarter as 
successful had it used the billboards in 
the “‘yood old way"’ that is customary 


with other advertisers ?

SOLICITORS. 


A correspondent, writing in a personal let- 
ter to the editor of this paper, arraigns the 
Executive Committee of the A. -B. P. most 
eloquently for their attitude toward solicitors. 
We quote from his letter as follows, viz.:

deemed it unwise when it was done. -I fore- 


saw at the time that it would make frouble. - 


* * * * The members of the A. B..P, want 
more solicitors, not less. I cannot: see how 
Carroll, Lenard and Bryan ever allowed such 
a precedent to be established. If it is true 
that Pratt and O'’Mealia really favor a con- 
traction of the number of solicitors, then the 
three before-mentioned should have _ pre- 
sented a minority report, opposing it. * * * 
I thought at one time that solicitors should be 
members of the association, but I do not 
think so now. While at first blush it wou'd 
seem desirable to have the asscciation des g- 
nate all reliable solicitors by recognizing 
them officially, it really is not. Solicitors have 
got to start in business like other folks. Their 
business has to have a beginning. They have 
to start in a small way and comparatively un- 
known. They cannot start with an estab- 
lished credit and a big business ready made. 
Manifestly, then, they will never be able to 
start at all if the present attitude of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee is allowed to prevail. 
* * * * Bill posters want, need, and mut 
have more solicitors. In order to get them, 
we must encourage them, especially begin- 
ners, with both commissions and credit. By 
all means, let us build up and increase the 
number, instead of reducing it. If the bill 
posters ever adopt any other course they are 
a lot of fools. The associated Bill Posters is 
an association of bill posters, and should be 
conducted in the interest of bill posters, and 
not as it now is, almost entirely for the bene- 
fit of a few solicitors. 


CHANCES FOR GOOD MEN. 


For some two or three months ‘The Bill- 
board’’ hacked away on the wretched serv'ce 
advertisers were getting in Savannah, and 
finally it was the means of securing a good 
firm to go to that city and put in a good 
service. And the new firm is doing so well, 
though only two months old, as to be al- 
ready accepted as members of the associa- 
tion. 

For some months ‘‘The Billboard’’ has been 
reciving frequent complaints from advertisers 
and agents and other bill posters of the diffi- 
culties experienced in getting work done, or of 
receiving reports of any kind, from quite a 
number of towns, among them Litt'e Reck, 
Ark.; Newburg, N. Y.; Charlotte, N. C.; Dur- 
ham, N. C.; Hopkinsville, Ky., and Michigan 
City, Ind. 

This is not a complete list, but complaints 
seem to be the loudest against thse particular 
towns. Believing that one bad bill poster can 
do the craft more harm than a hungred good 
ones can counteract, ‘“‘The Billboard’ will 
consistently do all in its power to secure a 
good concern in each of the towns nam«d 
above, unless it shall receive assurances from 
the “‘present encumbents*‘ that they propose 
to mend their ways at once. Any bill pocter 
looking for an opening may address us for 
further information in regard to the above 
towns. 


Publicity reaches us in many forms All are 
good, some are better than others, and which 
is best is an undecided problem. The well- 


* composed, handsomely printed circular has its 


uses, the booklet is here to stay, while the 
poster and bill board are with us always. 
There should be no fight between the news- 
paper and these forms of reaching the peo- 
ple; each has its individuality, and circum- 
stances must govern which m dium shall be 
used. The press, with few exceptions, has 
fought the bill boards, but during the fight 
the boardings have steadi y increased, both in 
value and popularity, alike with advertisers 
and the public. As proof that the press h+s 
been corvinced of its folly and knows whit 
good advertising is, we would call attention 
to the fact that the leading New York dailies, 
the Journal, World, and Herald, have been 
trying to see which cou'd place the loudest 
posters. The boardings of Greater New York 
have been taxed to accommodate the 2s- 
sheets of these rival papers. That some post- 
ers are not just what they should be, no one 
denies, but the same can be said about ad- 
vertisements of patent medicines appearing 
in family journa!s. Abuses are found in many 
places, but the good is far in the lead and the 
modern poster, as an educator to a higher 
art, is here to stay.—Up-to-Date Ideas, Grand 
Island, Neb.

In the 
méantime he has no right to erect new bill 
boards, but he goes right on erecting them 
with cheerful energy. The fact is, all the re- 
cent hullabaloo has died out.

At the beginning of the late rebellion Mr. 
Williams responded to the first call for 
troops and was in the famous Sixth Magssa- 
chusetts, through Baltimore. He re-enlisted 
in the Twenty-sixth Massachusettts, and 
served until the end, being discharged in Sa- 
vannah, Ga., in August, 1865, 

He went to Portland in 1869, and secured 
control of the boards. The service wh'ch he 
has conducted ever since ts among the very 
best in all America. 

No one stands better in his ecmmunity, and 
no one is more highly spoken of among ad- 
vertisers.

An interesting case was tried before Justice 
William Eberling March 3. It tended to de- 
velop the trial into an inquiry as to the value 
of a quantity of lumber used in the con- 
struction of a bill board erected some time ago, 

George Kalso, whose place of business is on 
the East Side, controls the property at the 
corner of Knowlton and William streets, Re 
cently the Park City Posting and Transfer 
Company, which is comprised of Harry 0. 
Mills, Seeley Rowland and Georg: Lamb 
called upon Kalso and procured a lease of a 
large bill board which had previously been 
erected at this corner. The Park City Post 
ing and Transfer Company was organized for 
the purpose of posting display bills of theat- 
rical companies and isplay advertisements of 
such concerns as desire to bring their goods 
before the public eye by means of the numer- 
ous bill boards located about the city. The 
concern controls a large number of these 
boards, and does an extensive business, 

Shortly after giving the lease to the aboye 
company, Kalso was surprised by a call from 
H. H. Jennings, who desired to know the 
meaning of Kalso’s leasing the board to the 
Park City Company when he had previously 
leased it to the former Bridgeporter for five 
years. Kalso said that he presumed Jennings 
had given up his local business when he went 
to Hartford and therefore he re-leased the 
board. Mr. Jennings, however, soon made 
Kalso understand that his lease was still 
valid and that the mere fact of -his having 
moved to another city did not compel him to 
surrender it. He informed the local concern 
that he controlled the exclusive privileges of 
the bill board and that hereafter they must 
not use it without his consent. 

The offictals of the Park City Company 
thereupon visited Kalso and asked for dam- 
ages, stating that they had spent a sum of 
money in enlarging the over-leased board. 
and Kalso, realizing his mistake, agreed to 
right the wrong and pay the amount ex- 
pended. He could not agree with the com- 
pany, however, on the amount of damages 
asked. The bill posting concern asked for 
$20. and Kalso, believing that this was too 
much, refused to pay, whereupon the com 
pany instituted suit through their attorney, 
Judge W. H. Comley, who appeared for them 
this afternoon. F. A. Bartlett represnted

LOS ANGELES. 
“The Billboard’ for March got here two 


days before the February edition of the offi- 
cial organ arrived. 

The enforcement of the ordinance prohib't- 
ing the erection or maintenance of signs 
which project over the sidewalks has elicited 
some strenuous opposition from merchants 
and others interested. The present ordinance 
applies alike to all classes of business, differ- 
ing in that from the previous ordinance, 
which exempted newspapers and theatres. A 
petition has been filed with the City Clerk 
and will be presented to the Council on Mon 
day, asking that the existing ordinance be so 
amended as to again exempt theatres. The 
purpose is to allow the theatres to retain 
their bill boards on the curb. 

This proposition has evoked some opposi- 
tion, the objectors asserting that such an ex- 
emption of a single line of business would be 
an illegal discrimination, 


Mrs. P. Yorba, of this city, was arraigned 
before Justice Morrison March 2 on the charge 
of malicious mischief. She gave the Los An- 
Keles Bill Posting Company permission to 
erect bill boards on her premises, but aft r 
the boards were up she repented of her con- 
tract and requested the company to remove 
them. This the company refused to do. Mrs. 
Yorba then hired some men, who removed the 
obstruction for her. Her arrest on the charge 
named followed. Her attorney. Hugh J. 
Crawford, moved that the case be dismissed. 
on the ground that the court had no juris- 
diction. The motion was overruled. 


Chief Glass has issued orders to his force to 
strictly enforce the ordinance relative to bi'l 
boards along the public streets. This will 
mean the removal of all sign boards now 
rtanding along the sidewa'ks wherever suc! 
signs are higher than ten feet. Signs cf 
greater height must we removed back from 
the sidewalks at least thirty feet.

What It Is—Secretary Fleming Defines Its 
Scope and Objects. 


The American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions is open to membership for 
hoards and societies throughout the 
United States and Canada who have the 
management of annual State fairs and 
industrial expositions. County and dis- 
trict fairs are not eligible to membership, 
hut representatives of these are welcomed 
to the meetings of the association, and 
are permitted to participate in the general 
discussions. Pure food shows are not 
cligible to membership, because they are 
not held under the management of regu- 
lar organizations and are not annual oc- 
currences under specific management. 

The object of the American Association 
is to discuss matters pertaining to fair and 
exposition management and to exchange 
views as to the success or failure of par- 
ticular methods; to advance new ideas for 
promulgation and to formulate and 
recommend rules for protection and the 
prevention of fraud and imposition. 

Fairs, like other business and corporate 
enterprises, must have funds with which 
to capitalize and conduct their business. 
\lmost without exception, the only source 
of revenue for the payment of printing, 
advertising, improvements, premmums and 
other current expenses is derived from 
yate receipts and privileges; therefore, in 
respect to these, there is much for consid- 
eration that is of geners] value to all. 

One of the grand features of the asso- 
ciation is to lend encouragement to such 
products and manufactures as possess 
merit and are worthy of introduction, 
and to determine those things which are 
entitled to recognition in the list of pre- 
miums offered; in other words, to make 
the fairs and expositions strictly educa- 
tional in this character and great schools 
for object lesson teaching, where good re- 
sults shall redound to the benefit of pro- 
ducers and the people generally. In the 
accomplishment of such high and noble 
purposes, it is necessary to make liberal 
use of the pruning knife to eliminate 
from the system of management and from 
the exhibitions everything not tending to 
instruction or that is demoralizing in char- 
acter, that the fair may be made and kept 
clean, pure, elevating and attractive, as 
well as up to date and progressive. 

The business of fairs and expositions 
throughout the country should be con- 
ducted upon a business basis, with uni- 
formity of methods, so that exhibitors 
and others may become at once familiar 
with the methods pertaining to important 
fair matters in any of the states. 

To bring such desirable results about is 
an object of the American Association of 
Fairs and Expositions, and the purpose is 
to interest in the work every state fair 
and exposition within its scope, so as to 
solidify and extend the membership and 
give all the advantages of its annual 
meetings, where delegates ripe with ex- 
perience and fresh fiom their fields of 
labor will discuss matters and formulate 
from their experiences rules of manage- 
ment and means of bringing success to all 
concerned, 

Every state should hold membership in 
this association; the expense is but trifling, 
and with increased membership will be 
even less than it now is. Associations 
desiring to affiliate will receive full infor- 
mation on addressing the secretary,

LESSONS LEARNED BY EX- 
PERIENCE. 


Paper Read by Hon. L. G. Ely Before the 
Western Ohio Fair Managers’ Association. 


lu presenting a few Ahoughts suggested by 
‘Pertenece inmy work as a member of agricul- 
‘Ural soeleties, and as a member of fair exhibi- 
‘ons, | de not claim any superior knowledge 
over others who may have been engag. d al n+ 
he same line of work, for either a longer or 
horter period than myself. I have been offi- 
‘lally connected with boards of fair managers 
“most continuously for the past thirty years, 
‘vcluding four years as a member of the State 
‘oard of Agriculture. I would indeed be a 
‘ty dull student had | not in this time 
‘-arned a few lessons of value concerning the 
*“tagement of fairs, but I do most fully 
‘ allze my lack of ability to reduce these les- 
‘s to paper and present them in a way that 
‘| be intelligible and profitable. Notwith-

standing this somewhat extended experience 
I find that I come very far short of having 
learned all that is worth knowing in refer- 
ence to fair management. It matters not how 
much experience we may have had, | find that 
we can easily learn something new and valua- 
ble every time we hold a fair, or hold a board 
meeting, or come together with each other as 
fair managers in meetings like this. 

Our committee has placed before us a 
splendid programme for this occasion. The 
various subdivisions for discussion of the sub- 
ject of fair management will bring out almost 
every important feature of the fair. 

The first topic, assigned to me, will natural- 
ly lead to the consideration of the subject 
from a general standpointand its discussion in 
@ general way, other subdivisions on the pro- 
gramme will direct our thoughts to special 
features of the work. This long and interest- 
ing list of special topics necessarily suggests 
brevity in this, as well as other papers to be 
read to-day. There is probably no one thing th 
that stimulates general farming and stock rais- 
ing and also manufacturing and the arts as 
does our annual fair expositions. These in- 
dustrial shows are real object lessons of in- 
struction quickly comprehended, and they ap- 
peal to the people of the various occupations 
and industrial interests as no other influence 
ean; they are impressive and abiding, ana 
must, therefore, result in good. This influence 
reaches into and is felt in every industrial 
life. New methods, new ideas, new improve- 
ments and valuable results are brought out 
so clearly, and are so forcibly fixed upon the 
mind, that they can not be otherwise than 
beneficial. 

The result tnspires them with new zeal, and 
farming in all its varied interests becomes 
more intensified and is made easier and more 
profitable. Manufacturing is improved both 
in its machinery and its products, and all the 
industrial pursuits given new life under the 
influence of the fair. 

Fair management, therefore, it will readily 
be seen, necessarily becomes a study, and 
should engage the most earnest and intelli- 
gent thought of those chosen to conduct and 
manage our fairs. Honest intention, fatthful 
work and the most thorough business methods 
should enter into the management of the fair. 
This is essential and necessary if we would 
obtain the best results. Experience is our 
best teacher, and in fair management almost 
our only instructor. In this kind of work 
theory means but very little and is often even 
misleading. 

In counties of Western and Northwestern 
Ohio, or most of them, fairs have been held 
for nearly or quite forty years, and it may be 
noted that there is no uniform or fixed rule 
governig the management of fairs in these 
counties. Each county or district society 
seems to be a law in itself to govern their ex- 
hibitions in a way peculiar to themselves, 
This noticeable fact I presume, more than 
anything else, led to the movement to or- 
ganize the “Western Ohio Fair Managers 
Association.’ Much good ought to result from 
the meetings of this association. 

Among the lessons of experience in fair 
management I note as among the first in im- 
portance, the necessity of selecting for direc- 
tors only such men as have their hearts in th« 
work. They should be intelligent, and feel a 
deep interest in the promotion of agriculture 
and the other industrial pursuits of the 
county or district, and they should be willing 
to devote much time and thought to the enter- 
prise—not for the compensation—but for the 
good they can do, and the benefit that will 
result from this work. 

That man who seeks the position of fair di- 
rector from a desire of preferment, or for en- 
dowment, should never be honored with a 
place on the Board of Managers. The present 
is a time of advancement and improvement 
in al’! vocations of life, and we should not.bo 
content to simply move along in the same old 
and deep worn rut, but we should be wide 
awake to embrace new ideas and to originate 
plans and new ways of doing. 

The fair of twenty years ago will not do for 
the fair of today—nor will the show of last 
year answer for this year. New featu-es must 
be introduced—new attractions must be se- 
eured, and, although these changes may not 
within themselves be anr better than the 
former, yet they will inspire new interest and 
zeal in the work, and coresponding benefits 
wil! be the result. Much of the work along 
this line rests with the Secretary. Upon him 
perhaps more than upon any other member 
of the board, depends the success of the fe'r. 
The detail work is his—a thonssnd anc cne 
things are necessarily left for him to look 
after and referred to him—‘‘with power to 
act. Iie should be a good clerical man ana 
well qualified: broad minded and intelligent. 
He ought to be good looking, certainly good 
natured, and with a great deal of Job-like 
patience. He should never seem surprised at 
anv kind of a question from old or voung. 
and never tire of answering with a smile and 


“* a@ thank you.’’ He should be quick of dis- 
cernment, able to readily detect the tricks 
and schemes of the traveling privilege man, 
and with sufficient nerve to say no, regardless 
of the money in it, when in the interest of 
the fair to do so. He should be careful, 
painstaking and familiar with every part of 
his work. Experience in this office is worth 
everything in the management of the fair. 
He should be fairly compensated for his labor, 
and as long as he remains faithfut and «ffi- 
cient he should not be exchanged for a new 
man. 

All officers connected with running the fair, 
from the President to the humblest employe, 
should be affable and accommodating—treat- 
ing all with the greatect respect and kindness 
—but always firm and true in the discharge of 
their duties. 

Arrangement of the fair into proper depart- 
ments is a necessity readily conceded. Each 
department should, if possible, be placed in 
charge in some member of the board, clothea 
with authority to decide all questions arising 
under the rules in their respective depart- 
ments—subject, in important matters—to ap- 
peal to the full board. This arrangement 
gives to each department a proper head. 

The duties of these department superintend- 
ents should be clearly defined and well under- 
stood by the members in charge Judges should 
never be allowed to decide questions arising 
under the rules, or upon irregularities in en- 
tries or otherwise. His duty alone is to de- 
cide upon the relative quality of competing 
articles or animals. Horses should be clasi- 
fied in two departments—the show horse and 
the speed ring—with the ‘‘right man” in 
charge of each. Superintendents should al- 
ways be assigned with reference to their 
adaptation to the particular work in charge. 
Woman's work should be under the general 
mangement of a member of the board, but 
properly divided into subdepartments. All 
questions of dispute should be referred for de- 
cision to the member in charge of this general 
department. 

Children’s work should also be a subdivision 
of this department. A day set apart for the 
children, called ‘‘children’s day,’’ should be 
a feature of every fair. Attraction calculated 
to interest the young should be provided for 
this special day. If the children are inter- 
ested in the fair you may be sure the parents 
will be induced to attend. It is wise to enlist 
everybody in the enterprise. 

The question of family tickets will be dis- 
cussed in the programme—but I may say here 
that I am in favor of the single admission 
ticket. This plan is less liable to abuse than 
any other. Under the family arrangement 
families have an abnormal growth and in- 
crease to an enormous size just at fair time. 
Brother M. J. Crawford will handie the 
“privilege man and his admission upon the 
grounds,’ and I am sure he will do the sub- 
ject justice. Other topics or subdivisions of 
the fair problem, such as advertising, expert 
Judges, special attractions, police, sa‘aries, 
passes, ete., will be discussed dufing the day. 
and I will, of course, pass them here. 

One more suggestion—I believe in a moral 
exhibition. My observation and experience in 
fair work of the past, as well as my concep- 
tion of property, and my sense of right and 
wrong. prompts me to earnestly contend for 
such general management of our fairs as will 
insure them a place proper and safe for our 
children and young people, and where th 
most cultured and refined people will take 
pleasure in attending. All traveling shows 
demoralizing in their nature; wheels of for- 
tune, games or business of chance fakers and 
such, should be excluded from the grounds. 
Boys and girls, and older persons also, should 
find no place to invest their money where 
they. do not know exactly what they are to 
receive for the investment. Beer and other 
strong drinks should be strictly forbidden. 
The show should be kept clean. elevating and 
instructive. No money consideration should 
induce the manager to depart from this high 
standard.

PHILADELPHIA. 
Commercial Exposition in 1899 to 
Aid Foreign Trade. 


Mr. C. A. Green, Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Information of the Philadelphia 
Commercial Museum, says the commercial ex- 
position is to be held in Philadelphia next 
year in connection with the second Interna- 
tional Commercial Congress under the same 
auspices in June. But it is the exposition 
which is of most interest to merchants and 
manufacturers in this section. Such an event, 
giving opportunity to display products of all 
lines of industry, will give to a foreign mer- 
chant an unusual opportunity to study and 
examine what he can best buy in the Unitea 
States, and will undoubtedly be the means ot 
attracting large numbers of buyers from all 
parts of the world. The cu-operation and ap- 
proval of foreign Chambers of Commerce is 
already assured. 

In order to organize and conduct such an 
exposition of American manufactures suited 
for export, there has been incorporated under 
the laws of Pennsylvania an organization en- 
titled the Philadelphia Exposition Associa- 
tion, which will have the united support of 
the Philadelphia Commercial Museum and of 
the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia. 

The exposition will be held in permanent 
fire-proof buildings to be erected in land set 
aside for that purpose by the city of Philadel- 
phia, in extent about twenty-five acres. It 
will be opened to the public on May 10, 1899, 
and will remain open for five months. 

An exhibit of American manufactures will 
constitute the most extensive feature of the 
enterprise. The department will include 
numerous sections, classified according to 
products exhibited. There will be a textile 
section, showing American piece goods of 
weight, widths and patterns most in favor 
abroad; a hardware section; an electrical sec- 
tion; a machinery section, supplied with nec- 
essary power, in which the best types of 
American inventive genius will be displayed: 
an agricultural section, devoted to agricultur- 
al machinery, implements and tools, farni 
wagons, carts, and the thousand ara --~ de- 
vices which have placed American farms im 
the forefront of the world’s agriculture: a 
shoe and leather section, of great interest now 
that American products in these lines are in 
such growing demand abroad: a furniture sev- 
tion, in which there will appear art’cles un- 
approached in excellence or cheapness by any 
other country: a section of household art’cles 
and novelties; one of carpets, floor coverings 
and upholstery; one of food products; one of 
drugs and chemicals; one of wearing apparel, 
notions, etc.; one devoted to transporaticn, of 
particular importance now that surface rail- 
ways of every kind are being so extensively 
constructed in new countries; and finally a 
miscellaneous section. including all other 
products of interest in an exposition of goods 
specially for export. 

A second department will comprise exhibits 
of goods manufactured in European countries 
fom the export trade of the world. They will 
be selected by competent specialists ot tne ex~ 
position, and will be complete and systematie 
illustrations of the requirements of different 
+xpore markets. This department will be so 
crganized as to show to American manufac- 
‘urers ust what competition they must meet 
abread. Ly examination of these Europear 
goods an accurate judgment can be reached 
as to how far adaptations and 
must be made in similar goods here, and how 
far the American goods will find a market 
without modifications, owing to their present 
superiority. 

A third department will show in detail how 
American goods must he packed. labeled and 
shipped in order to meet the requirement or 
foreign trade. In some countries gocds must 
be carried into the interior in carts or on 
mule back, and must therefore be put up in 
packages of convenient size and weight. In 
still other cases custom house regulations re= 
quire packages to be marked on the sides; 
with stencil, or in other ways not usual in the 
United States. Ignorance of 
ments has more than once 
losses, and 


these require- 
led to serious 
even bad feeling between the 
American manufacturer, who does not realize 
the necessity of departing from home 
methods. and the foreign merchant, who 
thinks that he is being wilfully injured. This 
department of the exposition will aim to in- 
clude all necessary specimens, models and ex- 
hibits to obviate in the future all difficulties 
of this character. 

The exposition will provide such other fea 
tures as will attract the general public and 
insure a large and constant attendance.

Topeka. Kan., March 12.—~A movement has 
been started here to held a midsummer fair in 
Garfield Park during several: months of the 
coming summer. The plans contemplate the 
reproduction of the *‘Midway,”’ Chinese thea- 
ter, streets of Cairo and many other features 
of the World's Fair at Chicago.

PURE FOOD SHOWS. 


An Opportunity for Advertistng of Which 
Many Could Take Advantage. 


In any city of importance a pure food show 
is an opportunity which should be taken ad- 
vantage of by business men who are progres- 
sive. It may be operated as a charity for 
show were given to a well-known charity, and 
pose than as an advertising idea, says the 
Advertising World. The pure food show 
which has just closed at Columbus has been 
a markedly successful one. The many lines 
of business represented gave wide variety to 
the displays, and the entertainment has been 
crowded from week to week and often the 
large auditorium was inadequate to hold the 
people. Any live community could organize 
such an entertainment and any lot of busi- 
ness men who are awake to their interests 
could push to sucess such a scheme. 

The receipts from the Columbus pure food 
show were given to a well-Kknwon charity, and 
business men and manufacturers found it ad- 
Vantageous to have large displays. Food 
products, of course, predominated, but there 
were other features. The large variety ot 
household preparations were among the most 
ready exhibitors, and each booth was the 
central feature of those who were willing 
and anxious to know how to improve their 
cooking without increasing the expense or to 
have as good cooking at less expense. 

Coffees, canned goods, soaps, dyes, cocoas, 
butterine, flours, even distilled water, found 
attractive means of displaying for the public 
the line of their work. Of course, the usual 
circulars, folders, booklets and samples were 
given out and goods were sold direct. 

The Columbus newspapers went into the 
scheme heartily and did everything they could 
to boom the enterprise. The Ohio State Jour- 
nal made an especially creditable display. 
There were large rolls of paper in different 
sizes, stereotype plates from which late edi- 
tions had been printed, cuts, forms, linotype, 
and, in fact, they epitomized in a most inter- 
esting manner the facilities that are neces- 
sary for the production of a great modern 
newsppaper. Men were in attendance to ex- 
plain all these features, and the Journal booth 
was one of the most interesting sights in the 
building. 

The music was a feature, and the kineto- 
scopic displays attracted much attention. The 
merchants and manufacturers who took part 
in the entertainment pronounce it a very de- 
sirable way to advertise their wares and to 
excite the interest of the people. It is aston- 
ishing how anxious the people are to find out 
about the new food preparations and to know 
what they can adopt that is either cheaper or 
better. Every merchant is interested in the 
widening of the ideas of the people in this 
respect, and could well afford to undertake 
the work of such an enterprise for the gooa 
it would be to their business. 


KENTUCKY STATE FAIR. 
JointCommittee Decides to Hold It in the Fall. 


The joint committee to promote the Louis- 
ville State Fair held a meeting February 18 
in the office of Mr. J. J. Douglass, President 
of the Louisville Driving and Fair Associa- 
tion, in the Columbia Building at Louisville. 
Mr. Richard W. Knott presided over the 
meeting, and after a number of short speeches 
by the members, it was decided to hold the 
fair, and to put forth every effort to make 
it a success. There will be a live stock ex- 
hibit, agricultural products and displays of 
the manufactured articles of the State. 

Chairman Knott was instructed to name 
an Executive Commitee, which will make a 
report as soon as practicable on the necessity 
of new buildings, and this report will be re- 
fered back to the joint committee.

A. Tipton when he was Secre- 
tary of the Kentucky Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association, and also Mr. Tipton’s assist- 
ant with his Montana meetings last year, has 
been elected Secretary of the Louisville Driv- 
ing and Fair Association, and assumed the 
duties of his office last Tuesday. His: head- 
quarters will be at 611 Columbia Building, 
Louisville. Frank is a thoroughly competent 
young man and will serve the Louisville as- 
sociation well. Both Mr. Kenney and the 
association are to be congratulated. In con- 
nection with the fall trotting meeting at 
Louisville this year there will be held a regu- 
lar fair, which is expected to be the largest 
of its kind ever held in Kentucky, and wil 
be the occasion of drawing large crowds to 
the Kentucky metropolis. It is said that the

THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 


The work on the grounds and buildings for 
the Exposition Universalle to be held at Paris 
in 1900 is going rapidly forward, and it prom- 
ises to be one of the greatest, if not the great- 
est, world’s fair ever held. With every other 
fair of this kind ever held as a model, and 
with the great advance that has been made 
in invention and commerce within a_ few 
years, it would not be at all surprising if the 
exposition at Paris would represent the 
climax of shows of this kind in the history ot 
the world. 

It will indeed be ‘‘the gathering of the na- 
tions,”’ and the meeting place of all races and 
tribes under the sun, a spectacle such as the 
world nevér saw in the ingenuity and beauty 
of the exhibits and the magnificence of their 
setting. Building rivaling any ever built in 
size and architectural splendor in which are 
grouped specimens of the skill developed in 
all the ages from the time man began to be. 
It will be something to talk of for years to 
come, and a liberal education for every one 
privileged to see it.

Here is the most splendid capital in the 
world, surrounded by the creation of an Em 
peror who cut the streets through the old 


city, without regard to what stood in the 
way, and lined them with buildings, every 
one of which must conform to the highest 


ideal of architectural fitness and beauty; on 
both sides of a majestic river, laid out by tha 
world will be built a city for the purposes of 
the expositon that will cause all the boasted 
efforts of the past to pale before them. Our 
own great ‘“‘White City’’ will be the only ap 
proach to them the world ever saw, and i. 
had no such a setting as these will have. 

It is very gratifying to us to know from 
the letters we are receiving that so many of 
our readers are preparing to attend this 
epoch-making exposition. 


The Trans-Mississippi and International Ex- 
position, which will open at Omaba on the 
first of next June, expects an attendance of 
two and a half million people. Its managers 
intend to make it the greatest exposition ever 
held west of the Mississippi River, and if they 
succeed, it is likely to remain the greatest 
until it is surpassed by the St. Louis cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the purchase o. 
Louisiana territory by Thomas Jefferson. 
When Napoleon sold the trans-Mississipi west 
to Jefferson for a mere song, he said that he 
had at last found a way of checking the power 
of England forever. It is hard to decide 
whether his foresight in selling for such a 
purpose was greater than that of Jefferson 
in buying to assure the greatness of America.

Trade Exhibitions in England. 


A Plymouth (England) correspondent of 
Printers’ Ink sends the following observa- 


tions on what we in America call “food 
shows:"’ 
On two occasions during the past five 


months we have exhibited at a trades exhibi- 
tion. Each exhibition was held in the same 
hall, and our stand was equally as good as to 
position, size, ete., on each occasion. 

The first exhibition was admission free by 
tickets distributed by the stall-holders and 
others, or else by a small charge at entrance. 
Our stand being one at which sales were ef- 
fected as well as goods on view, we had an 
opportunity of testing immediate results, a 
at this exnibition we did well; but at the 
second one we did searcely any business. 

The second exhibition contained handsome 
Stands representing the following firms 
amongst others: Bovril, Keen's Mustard, Van 
Houten’s Cocoa, Richmond's Gas Cooking 
stoves, Hovis bread. 

Now, surely, such firms as these desire fair- 
ly good-class people to see their goods, yet 
this exhibition has been ‘‘admission free’’ to 
anv one from the first day of opening. 

These firms are part promoters of this ex- 
hibition, which goes from town to town 
throughout England, and it is surprising 
that, for their own interests, they do not 
earry out their original methods of admis- 
sion, viz.: “‘Admission by complimentary in- 
vitation tickets, judiciously distributed to 
good householders in each district.’" At any 
rate, such could be done for the first week of 
each exhibition, so as to give the better class 
of people an opportunity of seeing the exhibi- 
tion in comfort. Good-class people will not 
go into such a mob as a free show is com- 
peled to bring. 

Many of the exhibitors 
articles, samples, ete., 
our attendant at the stand informs us tha: 
during the second week the same people 
would come in every day, either in the hope 
of getting more ‘free samples"’ or to pass 
away the time, so that although apparently 
there were many thousands in the exhibition 
during the fortnight, it was, in very many in- 
Stances, simply the same people over again. 
All this would be avoided by the other mode 
of admission. 

At Van Houten’'s stand could be obtained 
a free sample to take away, or for two cents 
a can of cocoa, biscuit and serviette; and an- 
other firm who make a specialty of both tea 
and hams, a cup of tea and a ham sandwich 
was obtainable for two cents. At these two 
stands ‘‘a good trade’’ was done with servant 
girls, lads and others, but to what extent it 
was “good advertising’’ we will leave your 
readers to judge. No lady would care to 
patronize these in such a crowd.

Missouri at the Trans-Mississippi 
. . 
Exposition. 

A meeting of the Missouri Commissioners, 
appointed to further the State's interest in 
the above enterprise, was held at Kansas 
City last week. Reports from a number o 
counties and cities show growing interest. 
and President Sampson, “speaking for St 
Louis, said that city would make a much 
more extensive exhibit than at the World's 
Fair. Kansas City, too, is making great ef 
forts to be worthily repre ented. Carthage 
and Jasper Counties will meke an unequaled 
show of the mineral resources of the State. 
County courts in many counties are making 
appropriations ranging from $100 to $1,000. A 
Missouri Building, to cost some $10,000, Its 
projected, and it is proposed to raise $50,065. 
that the State be fittingl¥ represented. A 
large exhibit of live stock and agricultural 
produce is hoped for, if the necessary facill- 
ties are provided by the local management. 
A committee to make the necessary arrange- 
ments was chosen and proceeded to Omaha, 
where space was chosen for exhibits in the 
agriculture, mines and forestry, horticulture 
and liberal arte buildines, and a site selected 
for the ““Missourt Building.’ Nothing definite 
was settled as to the live stock and poultry 
exhibits, but the management gave assur- 
enees that favorable conditions would be of- 
fered for these shows; that $35,000 would be 
given in premiums, and that the stock 
hibition would begin on September 19. Mis- 
eourl live stock associations will also offer 
liberal premiums, and a large and successful 
exhibition of farm products may be antict- 
pated,
